C Editorial 





ACTIVITIES NEW AND OLD 


While not many members of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men take the trouble to read the 
reports of the various committees 
distributed to those who attend the 
convention, where indeed few of the 
reports are any longer read or dis- 
cussed, even a hurried perusal of the 
pamphlet would awaken recognition 
of a larger diversity of activities than 
is generally appreciated. To keep 
up with changes within the industry 
and without, because of different 
avenues of selling, means of trans- 
portation, kinds of stock produced 
and federal and state legislative ac- 
tivity, the committees consider new 
problems in addition to the old, with 
diverse aspects constantly presenting 
themselves. 

This year’s convention program, 
for instance, reflects the addition to 
membership of the association, made 
a year ago, of those persons operat- 
ing garden centers but not otherwise 
qualified. This form of selling has 
brought work to another committee, 
that on horticultural standards, be- 
cause of the importance of container- 
grown stock, 

The government’s program for 
large expansion of the highways of 
the country has been recognized as 
of great importance to the industry 
if the new roads are properly land- 
scaped. The committee devoted to 
this subject, as well as that on mar- 
ket development and publicity, is 
paving the way for future business 
thus to be gained. 

The subject of research has re- 
ceived more attention, in a practical 
way, by publications and by fostering 
new projects, as well as in the gen- 
eral scientific field. 

Some committees take on new life 
as projects long considered come to 
fruition, as in plant nomenclature, 
or are revived through government 
activity, such as state competition in 
the production of forest seedlings. 

Still important are the committees 
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which have been headliners for dec- 
ades, if not throughout the history 
of the association, such as legislation, 
publicity, quarantine and transpor- 
tation. 

Even the enumeration of a few of 
the more important committee ac- 
tivities of the A. A. N. may give 
understanding of its enlarged scope 
to those who run too fast to read 
the reports. 





WHAT OTHERS CAN’T SUPPLY 
Wise merchandising advice was 
given recently by a nurseryman in 
this magazine—“to sell what others 
cannot supply.” Instead of seeking 
to vie with cut-price establishments, 
supermarkets, hardware stores and 
other such competitors, the retail 
nurseryman and the garden center 
operator should emphasize _ the 
phases of his service and merchan- 
dise which those other merchants 
cannot give the gardening public. 

There is ample basis for this ad- 
vice. Everyone knows how avidly 
newspapers seek scoops and how 
magazines feature special articles 
and exclusive writers. The ladies 
are captivated by exclusive offerings 
at dress and millinery shops. Upon 
reflection, everyone can think of cer- 
tain stores which have built a repu- 
tation on catering to the public in a 
particular fashion, and their adver- 
tising dwells upon and emphasizes 
that fact. 

While a department store or mail- 
order house may boast of the extent 
of the merchandise it offers, a small 
enterprise is most successful when it 
specializes. While hardware stores 
handle fishing tackle, some sports 
equipment and sometimes firearms 
for hunting, the man who desires 
the best and is not in a hurry pre- 
fers a store that deals with one of 
these particular lines. He feels he 
will receive better service and advice, 
as well as obtain a better assortment. 

Each business enterprise, whether 
in this industry or any other, needs 
ly its locality and its competi- 
tion. What others cannot supply 
may be merchandise of a particular 
type or quality. In this industry 
there are specialists in the peony, 
iris, hardy herbaceous perennials, 
rare plants, types of berry plants, 
etc., etc. Sometimes what others can- 
not supply is a form of service, 
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whether it be landscape planting, 
maintenance or some other phase 
of horticultural application. 


Basically, one needs to study his 
own merchandise and service, in or-

greater or a lesser amount of compe- 
tition. Do they overlap with those 
of other enterprises in the locality, 
or can it justifiably be said that if 
something is wanted of a certain 
type or character, the local public, 
or perhaps buyers across the nation, 
will think of your enterprise first? 





THE ADVERTISER’S RULE 


Misrepresentation of the ailanthus 
is not the only criticism to be charged 
against unscrupulous advertisers of 
nursery stock who wish to take a 
fast dollar from the uninitiated pub- 
lic. The ailanthus, as a matter of fact, 
has its good points, and persons who 
have noted it as the only tree sur- 
viving in dirty city slum areas will 
come to its defense; on the other 
hand, only a few, years ago an Illinois 
legislator sought to include it, under 
the name of stinkweed, in a list of 
plants to be eradicated by law. If 
an experienced gardener who knows 
his plants wishes to produce an 
Oriental effect in a climate where 
palms and bamboos will not grow, 
he may find the ailanthus useful, pro- 
vided he uses the staminate form to 
avoid criticism that might arise from 
the neighbors. 

Most plants have some good uses, 
and few are to be condemned en- 
tirely. But misrepresentation of any 
plant is to be condemned, partic- 
ularly when-it misleads the inexperi- 
enced and ignorant type of garden- 
ers, of which there are many. There 
are surprisingly few examples of this 
in the nursery field, when one notes 
that various confidence schemes, 
fraudulent advertising offers and 
other swindles are said to milk the 
American public annually of a sum 
exceeding a billion dollars. 

Aside from the few obvious plant 
frauds attempted, most of the rep- 
resentation arises from overenthus- 
iastic plantsmen or their advertising 
copywriters who, in seeking to stimu- 
late the public’s buying impulses, 
may tell the truth, but not all the 
truth. The best, and in the long run 
the most profitable, nursery enter- 
prises are those built on the confi- 
dence of buyers. If they issue cata- 
logs, they tell the desirable points of 
the various plants and may use glow- 
ing terms of praise for them, but also 
include mention of the drawbacks or 
limitations of those same plants. 
These latter the experienced garden- 
ers find out for themselves in time, 
but encounters of this nature dis- 
courage beginners. 
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Kurope’s First 
American- l'ype 


Garden Center 


The first American-type garden 
center to be established in Europe 
opened its plate-glass doors recently 
at the edge of a new residential dis- 
trict near Rome, Italy. Built by the 
nursery firm ef Arturo Ansaloni, Bo- 
logna, under the direction of Edo 
Ansaloni, the new center occupies 
about 12 acres on the state highway 
between Rome and Naples. 

The shop itself, constructed of 
pink brick, with large picture win- 
dows, covers an area of more than 
6,300 square feet, about 1,800 square 
feet of which are devoted to a green- 
house shop. Within the wide door- 
way, red shopping carts encourage 
self-service, though there are quali- 
fied salesmen to assist customers who 
wish special attention and advice. 

The main selling area of the shop 
displays a wide selection of garden 
supplies, equipment and ornaments 
imported from Germany, Switzer- 
land and America. Sales operations 
are focused in a square arrangement 
of counters, desks and display cases

in the center of the shop. On the 
side of the square facing the en- 
trance is the information and order- 
taking center; on another side, gar- 
dening books and magazines are dis- 
played and sold; the cash and pack- 
ing desks comprise the rest of the 
square. 


Club Room Included 

The main shop includes a large 
basement stockroom and a club room 
for gardening enthusiasts, complete 
with a projection booth and screen, 
so that films and slides can be shown. 

A shade area covered with Lumite 
occupies over 5,400 square feet adja- 
cent to the garden shop. Bare-root 
plants and B&B specimens, their 
characteristics and price clearly 
shown on weather-proof signs, are 
displayed in prefabricated concrete 
bins aligned behind the shop in an 
area of about one acre. Nearby is a 
square devoted to potted plants. A 
parking lot for 50 cars adjoins the 
main building, and a_ playground 


provided for the children includes a 
corner where they can play at gar- 
dening. 

Opened during the 35th anniver- 
sary year of the parent nursery firm, 
the Ansaioni Garden Center is the 
product of two years of research and 
planning by Edo Ansaloni, who has 
headed the business since the death 
of his father. In 1958 and again in 
1959, Mr. Ansaloni visited nurseries 
and garden centers through the 
United States, gathering information 
in recorded interviews and _ taking 
hundreds of photographs and film 
sequences. 

A few of these films were shown 
at the press conference held at Rome 
to announce the opening of the gar- 
den center the following day and to 
explain the nature and function of 
garden centers—a new concept of 
nursery merchandising for Europe. 

The ribbon-cutting ceremony offi- 
cially opening the Ansaloni Garden 
Center was performed by Senator

Management, Production and 


Landscaping, Illinois Topics 


By Donald Kau 


The fourth annual Illinois nurs- 
erymen’s short course was held at 
the University of Illinois, Urbana, 
June 21 and 22. Attendance num- 
bered approximately 100 persons 
from all parts of the state. The pro- 
gram was sponsored by the Illinois 
State Nurserymen’s Association in 
cooperation with the department of 
horticulture at the university. 

The morning of June 21 was de- 
voted to registration and viewing of 
exhibits. There were several models 
of landscape architecture on dis- 
play. One of the models constituted 
the plan for the site of the new uni- 
versity arboretum to undergo de- 
velopment shortly. 

Another exhibit showed the dis- 
tribution, symptoms, identification 
and transmission of plant diseases 
prevalent in Illinois and the role 
of the university in research on 
these diseases. A plant disease con- 
test was conducted, with 18 speci- 
mens of diseased plants displayed. 
The nursreymen were asked to iden- 
tify the disease of each plant, the 
winner of the contest to be an- 
nounced at lunch the following day. 

The short course program was of- 
ficially opened Tuesday afternoon 
by Henry Lohse, president of the 
Illinois State Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion. In his opening remarks, Mr. 
Lohse stressed the importance of the 
short course to the members and 
thanked the University and its staff

In explaining the second function 
of management, that of organizing, 
Mr. Olson said this function entails 
determinig what tasks have to be 
performed and then deciding what 
people within the organization 
would be best suited to perform 
them. 

Controlling, the third function 
mentioned, means setting perform- 
ance standards and comparing tasks 
performed to these standards to de- 
termine their relative success. Di- 
recting is effective communication 
in imparting instructions and orders. 
It must be clear and concise. It must 
motivate the persons directed to 
take action with complete under- 
standing of the job expected of them. 

Finally, coordinating, as a func- 
tion of management, is seeing that 
the job is done. To perform this 
function, the manager must work 
to obtain optimum cooperation from 
his subordinates, since any job is 
completed only through the volun- 
tary cooperation of all concerned. 


In closing, Mr. Olson stated that 
the successful manager constantly 
strives to obtain a balance in the 
time alloted to the performance of 
his duties, allocating the greatest 
amount of time and energy to the 
elements of greatest importance 
without neglecting those of lesser 
import, thus producing a situation 
of over-all harmony in the business. 


Business Needs Firm Policy 


The second speaker of the after- 
noon was Irwin Cochrun, the direc- 
tor of the university's bureau of 
business management. Mr. Cochrun 
presented a talk entitled “What Do 
We Do about Charlie” which was 
illustrated with slides. Charlie, ac- 
cording to the speaker, is a disabled 
worker who has been off the job for 
six weeks. Mr. Cochrun asked the 
nurserymen what they would do 
about compensating Charlie during 
his disability. The response was al- 
most nil. 


Mr. Cochrun then said that the 
reason for the members’ lack of re- 
sponse was that they had no policy 
for handling Charlie’s problem. Con- 
tinuing, he said that all businesses 
need a policy. He then listed what 
he termed “Hallmarks of Good Pol- 
icy” ‘as follows: 

1. Policy must be directly related 
to the over-all objectives of the firm.

Sawada discussed some of the prob- 
lems that now confront Alabama 
nurserymen, 

The trade today is part of a fast 
moving economy; nurserymen must 
run, so to speak, just to keep up with 
the crowd of industries in competi- 
tion for the consumer’s dollar. 
Though great strides have been made 
in recent years in nursery marketing 
research, there is still much room for 
improvement and progress. Nursery- 
men must increase their advertising 
and public relations efforts in order 
to convince the public that plants 
and landscaping are a necessary part 
of living. 

Answer to Dwindling Profits 


Many nurserymen report that 
though their volume of business is 
up their profits are diminishing— 
which means that one must work

harder for less money. The solution 
or remedy for this dilemma, asserted 
Mr. Sawada, lies in increased prices 
and efficient operations. Prices on 
nursery stock are presently inade- 
quate and must go up. To offset 
increased costs, nurserymen must 
exercise greater efficiency in man- 
agement. 

Next on the program was Prof. 
A. F. De Werth, head, department of 
floriculture and landscape architec- 
ture, Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Texas, College Station. 
Professor De Werth’s talk was en- 
titled “Curbing Lost Time-Motion 
in the 60's.” 

He said that time-motion economy 
is often referred to as work simplifi- 
cation. When applied to nursery 
operations it means the development 
and use of quicker, easier and more 
economical ways of doing nursery 
jobs. 

He urged nurserymen to study and 
analyze the methods, materials, tools 
and equipment used to perform each 
of their nursery operations. Each de- 
tail or part of an operation should 
be considered separately to see if 
there is a quicker or easier way of 
doing it. Then the most efficient 
method and equipment for each job 
should be standardized through per- 
sonnel training so that every time 
the job is done it will be done the 
same way—the easy way. 

Professor De Werth emphasized 
that time-motion analysis cannot be 
done during a cofee break or while 
driving down to the office. It is a 
much larger undertaking, but when 


done properly it will pay the largest 
dividends in the nursery industry. 


Efficiency in Production 


Hubert Nicholson, Commercial 
Nursery Co., Decherd, Tenn., was 
next on the program, speaking on 
“Production Efficiency.” Mr. Nichol- 
son believes that no grower in the 
nursery business is producing as effi- 
ciently as possible. The speed with 
which the nursery business has 
changed in the past years and with 
which it is sure to change in the 
immediate future makes it impera- 
tive that nurserymen pay attention 
to production efficiency if they hope 
to improve or even maintain their 
position in the industry. 

He recommended to his listeners 
that they critically examine their 
own use of labor; of capital, includ- 
ing land, buildings and equipment; 
of production techniques and of sell- 
ing methods. Greater efficiency in 
any of these can reduce production 
costs. 

Critical self-analysis is a difficult 
and often unpleasant task, Mr. 
Nicholson noted, but a necessary one 
if growers are to attain high effi- 
ciency in the production of nursery 
stock. 

To conclude the morning program, 
Dr. Tok Furuta, associate professor 
of horticulture, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn, gave a talk en- 
titled “Efficiency Through Re- 
search.” 

Stating that progress will be based 
on research, he pointed out that

Bailey Breedlove, landscape archi- 
tect of Fort Lauderdale, used colored 
slides to illustrate his talk on “Plant 
Materials for Special Landscape Ef- 
fects.” He pointed out that it is diffi- 
cult to discuss the landscape use of 
plants without showing the intimate 
relationship of the plants to the 
specific situation being treated or the 
specific effect the landscape archi- 
tect was creating. 

The speaker presented some excel- 
lent colored slides of landscape jobs 
to illustrate the use of tropical and 
subtropical plants in different soil 
types and plant combinations, and 
with different building materials, 
area sizes, exposures and other land- 
scape situations. 

He pointed out the difficulty the 
landscape architect has in finding 
large-size plants and specimens hav- 
ing unusual shapes and forms. He 
showed how a nurseryman might 
prune and train an overgrown plant 
to form an unusual and valuable 
specimen plant for special effect. He 
begged nurserymen to put more em- 
phasis on producing _ larger-size 
plants and to give at least some at- 
tention to training plants into inter- 
esting shapes and forms. 

Home Landscaping 

The program for Thursday after- 
noon was made up of two panel dis- 
cussion sessions. About 35 landscape 
nurserymen attended the session on 
landscaping moderated by Prof. J. V. 
Watkins, of the department of orna- 
mental horticulture.

In considering shrubs and trees 
for planters, one might well re- 
view some of the material in the 
June 15 issue. 

Some planters are certainly not 
the best locations for many species of 
plants, but just because a planting 
bed is raised above the surrounding 
ground level does not indicate that 
growing conditions within it will be 
extremely difficult.

The raised bed in illustration B is 
more usable in most instances, but 
the grouping of plants is not the 
most interesting. Such bulbous plants 
as tulips are attractive in planters, 
but make a better display when 
planting is more carefully designed. 

The few tulips scattered in this

planter do not produce a desired re- 
sult, particularly since they must 
compete for attention with the 
clipped yews. Illustration C shows a 
spreading juniper in the same plant- 
er, which, being less formal, in 
some instances produces a more 
satisfying result. Even with the juni- 
per, however, the tulips here seem to 
be struggling for supremacy. 

The fact that wood forms a major 
portion of a home’s exterior does not 
necessarily mean that any planters 
used must also be of wood, but this 
repetition of materials in building 
and planter is frequently desirable. 
The wooden planter tubs shown in 
illustration D, for instance, blend 
well with the clapboard walls of the 
house and afford a pleasant relief 
from the prominent stonework. 
Planters such as this must, of course, 
harmonize in color with the struc- 
tural background. 

As shown in illustration E, wood 
with a bold grain can make an in- 
teresting background for a small

planting area that includes a con- 
trast of foliage textures. It is not 
easy to keep a varied grouping like 
this in good taste nor to maintain its 
attractive appearance. It will not be 
too long before the planting pictured 
needs some revision. 


Simple Plantings Often Better 


Some planters containing a very 
limited range of materials present a 
much better appearance than if they 
incorporate a collection of plants. 
This is particularly true of planters 
that complement simple-lined archi- 
tecture, such as characterizes many 
contemporary homes. In illustration 
F the Korean boxwood (Buxus 
microphylla koreana) and myrtle 
(Vinca minor) make a pleasing but 
not showy combination—and this is 
the way it should usually be. 


The massiveness of the entrance 
shown in illustrations G and H is 
lightened by the planters. The effect 
of this entrance would be overly 
heavy if the plants were not present

to tone it down. The front of each 
planter is softened by a large-leaved 
euonymus, and junipers are placed 
farther forward to soften the ap- 
proach even more (illustration G). 

The planters are large enough to 
accommodate shrubs that attain a 
good size, as can be seen in illustra- 
tion H. Viburnum tomentosum is 
used to good effect, with yews as the 
lead plants. The plantings shown are 
entering their fourth season and 
within another two or three years 
will be more effective. With so much 
window area it is difficult to use 
trees close to the building. 

For situations in which it is desir- 
able to include a tree in the planter 
certain species and varieties deserve 
special consideration. Malus Red 
Jade, with its loose or weeping habit, 
might well be most useful in some 
instances. 

The Echtermeyer crab apple, often 
called Pink Weeper (botanically, 
Malus Oekonomierat Echtermeyer),

CoveER ILLUSTRATION 








Tilia Cordata 


The tree pictured on the front cov- 
er of this issue is a variety of Tilia 
cordata, a species long grown in 
America and appreciated as a strect 
tree and especially as a tree that 
grows well under city conditions. 
This particular specimen was 
brought over from Sweden by Alfred 
Rehder in 1906. There was no spe- 
cial note about it made at the time, 
but Dr. Rehder must have collected 
scions especially because of the beau- 
tiful habit of the parent tree. Tilia 
cordata was a common tree in Amer- 
ica at the time. During the 50 years 
this tree has been growing in the 
Arnold Arboretum, it has shown a 
most desirable habit of growth, so 
that now we can realize what made 
Alfred Rehder take the trouble to 
bring scions to the United States in 
the first place. Its number is 12112. 

No varietal name has been given 
this specimen yet, although it is most 
worthy of naming. The tree is about 
36 feet tall and only 18 feet wide at 
the base. The upper branches are 
slightly upright; just above the mid- 
dle they are horizontal, and below 
that they are markedly drooping to 
pendulous. 

In the winter, particularly, this 
makes for a narrowly pyramidal and 
most graceful tree, which does not 
take much lateral space but still will 
reach the height of a good tree. 

There is a variety of T. cordata 
termed pyramidalis, but this does not 
compare with the tree in question. 
T. cordata pyramidalis, according to 
photographs, is densely pyramidal 
and about as tall as wide. It is ob- 
vious that the tree growing in the 
Arnold Arboretum is not in the form 
of an equilateral triangle. 

In the winter, it is apparent that 
over 50 per cent of the branches are 
horizontal where they leave the trunk 
and then quickly take on a markedly 
pendulous habit. This makes for a 
graceful specimen, something on the 
order of a pin oak. 

This specimen cannot be termed 
“columnar” nor “fastigiate,” but 
rather narrowly pyramidal, with 
drooping to pendulous branches and, 
of course, the desirable foliage of 
Tilia cordata. | Donald Wyman.

Visited During Virginia Tour

The Virginia Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation was sponsor this year of a 
tour of northern areas for its mem- 
bership June 19 to 23. The tour 
originated at Roanoke, Va., and 
pickup points were established at 
Richmond, Va., and Washington, 
D. C. Twenty-three members took 
part in the tour by air-conditioned 
bus. 

Monday, June 20, the nurserymen 
visited the National Arboretum, 
Washington, D. C., and there they 
observed the work being carried on 
in research to extend the winter 
hardiness of various plants and also 
to control heat tolerance within Eng- 
lish holly and other plants. The nurs- 
erymen observed an experiment on 
Japanese holly and noted that this 
variety was berried, a feature they 
are looking for in all species of Jap- 
anese holly. The species, Ilex yun- 
nanensis, which was berried, showed 
the first stage of putting berries on 
a Japanese holly. 

Dr. Francis de Vos, assistant direc- 
tor, and Mr. Kosar, project leader on 
plant breeding, showed crosses of 
various-type plants and told of de- 
sires to obtain a Magnolia stellata 
that blooms later, for protection of 
the bloom, and Magnolia grandiflora 
trees of smaller growth habit pro- 
ducing pink or red flowers. They 
also showed crosses of plant materials 
not introduced in the trade and plant 
materials to be introduced. 


New Plants Seen 


The nurserymen viewed a collec- 
tion of coniferous evergreens from 
England, Germany and other foreign 
countries, which are not in cultiva- 
tion elsewhere in this country. In- 
teresting among the new types of 
plants being introduced were yellow 
azalea species; it is necessary to carry 
the plants into a second generation 
to obtain good forms for flowers and 
hardiness. The Morrison Azalea 
Gardens, containing Glenn Dale hy- 
brid azaleas, originated, selected and 
named by B. Y. Morrison, were seen. 

The nurserymen were happy to 
have Dr. Richard P. White, execu- 
tive vice-president, American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen, join them 
during lunch, and after lunch the 
group journeyed to the plant intro- 
duction station, U. S. D. A., Belts- 
ville, Md., where they were received 
by Dr. W. L. Ackerman, director,

and William Preston, horticulturist. 
Dr. Ackerman explained the system 
of numbering and indexing all plant 
materials received by the station and 
explained that the station grows 
much plant material that is not fully 
identified on receipt. Dr. Ackerman 
and Mr. Preston showed the scope of 
plant materials being studied for hu- 
man consumption for food and medi- 
cal use and how plants are shipped 
to other parts of the world for addi- 
tional study after research in 
America. 

The bus trip to Wilmington, Del., 
where the Hotel Du Pont was head- 
quarters for the remainder of the 
tour, was made in the afternoon. 


Nursery Visits 
Tuesday morning, June 21, at 


7:45 o'clock the group left for Prince- 
ton, N. J., to visit the Princeton 
Nurseries. A tour was made of the 
plantings, the greenhouses and the 
modern storage facilities for trees 
and shrubs. One greenhouse section 
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used for propagation has a system 
for wetting the glass with mist, while 
the entire section is covered with 
lath for shade. The methods of 
handling large orders of trees and 
shrubs were explained to the nurs- 
erymen, and seeding and propaga- 
tion practices were explained. Access 
for spraying large blocks of shade 
trees was obtained by planting bar- 
berry or other small shrubs between 
the tree blocks. A new outside stor- 
age area is being built for plants 
during spring, summer and fall. 

After a buffet lunch and other re- 
freshments, the group left Princeton 
at 1:15 p. m. and motored to Shiloh, 
N. J., arriving at Perkins-De Wilde 
Nurseries, Inc., at 3:30. Klaus De 
Wilde and members of his staff con- 
ducted the tour for the visitors. The 
nurserymen were told of a 3-year 
rotation program in practice at the 
nursery. Contour planting, terraces 
and waterways insure good conserva- 
tion practices. Knife pruning of 
evergreens was observed by the 
group, and this method, stated Mr. 
De Wilde, does away with bruising 
the tips of evergeens. All small ever- 
greens were staked when planted in 
the nursery, and a need for a me- 
chanical method of staking was 
voiced by several visitors. 

In visiting the area of plants in

Umberto Tupini, Italian minister of 
tourism. The trade was represented 
by some of the foremost horticultur- 
ists of Holland, Belgium, Germany, 
England, France and other European 
countries. Later, the 1,000 invited 
guests were served cocktails and a 
buffet lunch in the greenhouse, 
where the ladies received bouquets of 
Roman violets. 

Also presented as gifts were poly- 
ethylene-packaged rosebushes, an- 
other “first” in Italy adapted by Mr. 
Ansaloni from American merchan- 
dising methods. Because plant pack- 
aging, as it is practiced in the United 
States, did not exist in Italy, Mr. 
Ansaloni set up a separate firm called 
Intergarden to process and package 
roses, bulbs and many other items. 

Encouraged by the immediate and 
enthusiastic acceptance of the Rome 
garden center by the Italian public, 
(it has already become necessary to 
enlarge parking and service facili- 
ties), Mr. Ansaloni is now planning 
several more such outlets through 
Italy.

TOO MANY ASSOCIATIONS? 


This is a rather difficult article to 
write, for I am a believer in group 
organizations and I certainly have 
no chip on my shoulder about them. 
Yet, somehow, there seems to be 
something wrong, and I wonder if 
other nurserymen are not beginning 
to feel the same. 

The decision of the board of gov- 
ernors of the American Association 
of Nurserymen to advocate an in- 
crease in dues for the market devel- 
opment and publicity program seems 
to be a case in point. If, perhaps, I 
discussed our own situation, which 
is not unique, it will be possible to 
see how involved the association situ- 
ation has become. 

First, we are members of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, dues for which are on a sliding 
scale. This association has been most 
helpful in speaking for the trade in 
Washington. I find the group insur- 
ance, the legal information and the 
news letter well worth the price of 
admission. The value of the market 
development program is harder to 
discern. I know of no incidence in our 
customer relationship where it has 
been noticed, but it is probably like 
advertising—you don’t notice it, but 
you cannot stop it. 


State Level 


Active participation in A. A. N. 
as all members know, revolves up- 
on membership in the state nurs- 
erymen’s association. In my own 
case, it is the Maryland Nurserymen’s 
Association, which is a fine and ac- 
tive group. This association expects 
to meet later this month to decide 
upon the question of instituting a 
more complex membership dues ar- 
rangement, with perhaps a sliding 
scale as in the national group, the 
main consideration being the possible 
financing of a _ paid executive 
secretary. 

To complicate matters still further, 
the state, having a sizable nursery 
industry, is entitled to more than one 
delegate to the A. A. N. Part of the 
state was formed into a Maryland 
West chapter, leaving the balance of 
the representation in the eastern part 
of the state to go elsewhere. The 
organization representing them is the 
Del-Mar-Va Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion. This is another fine and con- 


genial group, but its interest is 
largely mail order and of course 
makes for another divided loyalty 
and interest. 

Some years ago when the National 
Landscape Nurserymen’s Association 
was formed we joined it with enthu- 
siasm and think that it too has done 
a fine job, and as landscaping is a 
major interest with us, we are inter- 
ested in its success. It too, however, 
has a sliding scale of dues, which is 
necessary to perform the work de- 
sired by the members, 

Interest Group 


Even with membership in these 
three, there seem to be still others 
that are necessary. The work of the 
American Horticultural Society in- 
terests me a great deal, attempting as 
it is to create a united horticulture. 
While attention to the mundane af- 
fairs of operating a business is neces- 
sary, it is the technical end of plant 
life that can be the most interesting

and is, as well, the basis of our in- 
come. It is to this organization that 
I wish I were better situated to give 
time and effort. 

And, of course, on top of all these 
are other organizations, (I shall not 
use the term lesser) whose interests 
are much narrower. One of these 
that I belong to is the Northern Nut 
Growers’ Association. Open to any- 
one interested in nut culture, it is 
quite unique in its friendly and re- 
laxed congeniality. It goes about its 
serious business with complete en- 
joyment. This and another plant 
society or two make up the list. 

I certainly have no intention of 
discontinuing membership in any of 
these associations nor withdrawing 
support or even holding back when 
the majority want to expand. But I 
do think the association system some- 
how has grown a bit unwieldy, even 
if it is necessary.

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know his market and the customers 
who make it. Finally, he must pos- 
sess an outgoing, or extroverted per- 
sonality. Of course, it is a rare per- 
son who has all these characteris- 
tics in great abundance in his make- 
up. However, most successful sales- 
men possess a certain degree of each 
characteristic cited. 

Mr. Boub next conducted a ques- 
tion and answer program with au- 
dience participation. Among the 
salient points discussed was the prop- 
er handling of various types of pros- 
pects. It was agreed that the price- 
minded prospect should be sold on 
the basis of a quality approach. The 
nurseryman has a distinct advantage 
over his chain store competitor 
here. But it was stressed that he 
should not knock his competition, 
just point out the factors of quality 
and permanence that he offers in 
his stock, 

The good-natured prospect should 
be treated with the utmost tact. He 
should not be pressed into buying. 
With the timid prospect, it is best 
to try to build his confidence. One 
should start him talking, ask him 
questions or refer him to satisfied 
customers whom he may know. 

The silent customer usually wants 
to find out if the salesman knows 
his business. The salesman should 
let him know that he does, but then 
let him do the talking. Two types 
of prospects sometimes confused are 
the self-important prospect and the 
really important person. A salesman 
should play up to the egotism of 
the former, being especially careful 
what he says, as the self-important 
customer easily becomes antagonis- 
tic. 

The truly important person on the 
other hand, needs no flattery He is 
self-confident and assured. All he 
wants is the facts. If the salesman 
supplies these in a friendly, informa- 
tive manner, he will most likely make 
a sale. The last prospect discussed 
was the argumentative person. 
Though this type seems always to 
be looking for an argument, the 
salesman should not give him one, 
let him argue himself out. More oft- 
en than not, the argumentative pros- 
pect really wants information. One 
should wait for him to get to the 
point and then answer his questions 
as clearly as possible. 

Mr. Boub closed his talk by tell- 
ing the nurserymen that their prod- 
uct knowledge was their greatest 
sales asset but that they should work 
to develop their ability to convey 
this knowledge to their customers. 
Unless nurserymen can achieve this 
with ease, their knowledge of prod- 
uct is useless. He said that the nurs-

Survey, guided the members through 
the plant pathology and botany lab- 
oratories and the herbarium where 
diseased plant specimens from all 
over the state are sent for analysis 
and classification. 

Dr. Schoeneweiss said that 4,509 
diseased tree specimens were pro- 
cessed in the laboratories in 1959. 
The largest number of these speci- 
mens were found to be infected with 
Dutch elm disease, with oak wilt 
and verticillium wilt being next in 
order of prevalence. According to 
Dr. Schoeneweiss, there is no variety 
of American elm that is not suscep- 
tible to the disease. 

After the morning’s tours were 
concluded, a luncheon was held in 
the Union building ballroom. At the 
luncheon, Secretary Kemmerer an- 
nounced that Lysle R. Pietsch was 
the winner of the plant disease con- 
test. 

The final sessions of the short 
course were held Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. These sessions were divided 
into two groups meeting in separate 
rooms, one devoted to nursery pro- 
duction, the other to landscaping.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 








Veronica Incana Rosea 

In my work with an amateur gar- 
den magazine, I often receive in- 
quiries and comments on_ plants 
which have a direct bearing on the 
nursery trade. For instance, a letter 
concerning Veronica incana rosea 
stated that plants under that name 
from two or three nurseries had been 
keen disappointments because they 
had shown little or none of the white 
pubescence which makes the type 
incana so charming. That coincides 
with my own experience in all except 
a few cases when the woolliness of 
the type, combined with the lively 
pink color of the flowers, made a 
lovely garden ornament. 

I suspect that the desire for rapid 
increase led commercial propagators 
to resort to seedage in their propa- 
gating work, resulting eventually, 
perhaps, by the inclusion of V. spi- 
cata blood in garden-saved seeds, in 
the plain leaves of the plants cur- 
rently representing the variety in 
gardens. There is, or at least I hope 
there still is, a pink-flowered form of 
V. incana with the woolly leaves of 
the type. One who wishes to do a 
real business in the plant should 
search out the woolly-leaved one and 
reproduce it vegetatively. 

Thoughts on Saxifrages 


A Connecticut correspondent who 
has a wooded eastern slope to plant 
this summer asks for some sugges- 
tions. The area has a number of 
lofty trees with most of the branches 
near their tops, making a half-shaded 
condition on the ground, and there 
are facilities for irrigation. 

The location described, in my 
opinion, provides an ideal situation 
for at least two divisions of the saxi- 
frage family, the incrusted ones and 
bergenia. The latter, i.e., the ones 
that would be hardy in Connecticut 
(Bergenia cordifolia and B. crassi- 
folia), are counted short-lived by 
many gardeners, giving a good per- 
formance the first two years from the 
nursery and then gradually failing 
for a few years until they fade away 
entirely. These complaints, I am 
sure, can be traced to improper cul- 
ture. One who gives them some 
shade and water when needed will 
probably be gratified with the results. 

On the other hand, although the 
incrusted saxifrages do well under 
the shaded conditions mentioned, 


they will desire different treatment 
fre there on. Commence with a 
deep, well-drained, alkaline soil and 
apply a light dressing of limestone 
chips each fall. A yearly, light appli- 
cation of a complete fertilizer will 
bring good dividends. That and wa- 


ter during the summer, when needed, 
should make the spring and fall 
beautiful with lovely, silver-incrusted 
leaves and several weeks in early 
summer beautiful with sprays of 
white, creamy and pink flowers. May 
I urge neighborhood growers to ex- 
periment with the incrusted saxi- 
frages? It seems to me they offer 
unlimited possibilities. 


Psoralea Argophylla 
An Illinois reader writes in part 
as follows: “In northern Wisconsin 
where I spend my vacations there is 


a legume that I have tried on several 
occasions to introduce into my nurs- 
ery, but without much success. It 
seel to be impossible to collect 
plants from the wild, and the seeds

are not easy to germinate. I do not 
know its name, but you may be able 
to identify it from this description. 
The round stems, covered with whit- 
ish hairs, are two feet, more or less, 
tall, with legume leaves made up of 
three to five lanceolate leaflets, sil- 
vered on the back like the stems, giv- 
ing the entire plant a silvered effect 
that is most attractive. The small pea 
flowers are blue purple in a short 
spike. I have found that, cut when 
in full bloom and dried in an airy 
place out of the sun, the subject 
makes a good addition to winter bou- 
quets, and that is why I should like 
to get it established in my nursery. 
Can you offer any help?” 

I had quite forgotten the plant, 
but find the following brief comment 
in one of my notebooks, for 1933. 
“Psoralea argophylla is a pretty, sil- 
vered legume, growing to two or 
three feet in height, that offers not 
a little beauty to the sunny garden 
from spring until autumn.

If special 
colors are not needed, the plants are 
best grown from seeds; special colors 
may be increased by division of the 
clumps and perhaps from heel cut- 
tings about midsummer. 


Lavatera Cachemiriana 


Although I have not seen that 
lovely mallow, Lavatera cachemiri- 
ana (cashmiriana, of some seed lists) , 
for several years, I notice it in seed 
lists, so am emboldened to point it 
out now, hoping that the publicity 
may induce some _ neighborhood 
growers to give it a trial. I am sure 
that most who do will find it a ready 
seller. 

It is, in my opinion, one of the bet- 
ter mallows for the average gardener. 
In my light soil, it grew about two 
feet tall; friends tell me it will add 
another foot to its stature in a heav- 
ier, richer growing medium. In either 
case, it is a lovely ornament, attrac- 
tive in color and pleasing in its long 
flowering period. 

It has the typical mallow flowers, 
light rose-pink in color, an inch or 
more across, that are produced 
throughout most of the summer, 
never in prodigious numbers at any 
one time, but making a pleasant pic- 
ture. The plant shows a little varia- 
tion in its pink shade; so it should be 
wax in the plant breeder’s hands. It 
comes readily from seeds, sometimes 
blooming the first year. I predict that 
most growers who try it will thank 
me for calling it to their attention. 


Heuchera Scarlet Sentinel 


A new addition to the coral-bell 
list, Scarlet Sentinel, has been just 
that—a scarlet sentinel—and an out- 
standing perennial, too, according to 
its behavior in my trials. I should 
add that it has also been an up- 
standing one, with graceful flowering 
stems extending two feet or more 
above the tuft of lovely lobed and 
veined leaves, which in themselves 
are delightful garden ornaments. But 
the plant’s greatest recommendation 
is its offering of large, scarlet bells 
during July and August. It has be- 
haved splendidly in my trials in the 
open field during the past two years, 
and that tells me it should be even 
more spectacular in part shade in the 
more congenial atmosphere of a 
garden. 


Eupatorium Aromaticum 


Let no one write off the thorough- 
worts without first giving some of the 
better ones thorough trials. And a 
good place to commence is Eupato- 
rium aromaticum, a native plant 
growing naturally from Massachu- 
setts to Florida near the coast. It is

CALIFORNIA ARBORISTS 


It was Max Leonard night when 
the California Association of Arbor- 
ists met for its meeting June 15 in 
the office of the San Mateo county 
commissioner. It was so designated 
by the group in honor of the retiring 
commissioner of agriculture, who 
later in the evening said he was com- 
pleting 34 years of work in the de- 
partment of agriculture and that 
was just exactly one half of his life. 
He added, too, that while he would 
miss the many intimate contacts he 
had had with so many persons while 
he was commissioner in San Mateo 
(for 27 years) he looked forward 
with pleasure to his retirement and 
the ease which he hoped would come 
with it. 

Mr. Leonard was presented a gift 
order from the members of the asso- 
ciation and he indicated that it would 
go largely for fishing gear. He told, 
too, of his interest in the arborists, 
due in part to his once having been 
a tree surgeon and was thus familiar 
with many of the problems which 
such a group met and he was happy 
if it were, as it was said earlier, that 
he had been of great help to the as- 
sociation. 

He reminded the group that he 
was one of the organizers of the asso- 
ciation and that this plan was ac- 
complished early in the depression 
and as an outcome of the N. R. A. 
He called attention to the many for- 
ward steps the membership had 
taken in that relatively short time, 
as history goes. Among the accom- 
plishments were better cooperation 
among the arborists in the San Fran- 
cisco peninsula area and a better 
understanding of the need of fair 
prices for all work. He mentioned 
progress in equipment and work- 
manship and increased knowledge of 
plant life and pest control methods. 


Weed Control 


The speaker of the evening was 
Merrel White, technical sales, Am- 
chem Products, Inc. Speaking on 
chemical weed control, he limited his 
remarks to two or three specific ma- 
terials. He felt that the hoe and the 
pick were no longer the ideal tools 
for weed control. He said that now 
there were specific chemicals for 
nearly every type of weed and for 
nearly every kind of weed control 
that is desired. 

He said he thought this group was 
most interested in weed control on

walks and in shrubbery borders, as 
well as under and around trees. He 
had a group of color slides which 
showed how weed control was ob- 
tained in highway and nursery plant- 
ings, as well as in young forest and 
Christmas tree plantings. The mate- 
rials which he reported had done 
the interesting work shown were 
Weedazol, Triazine and a material 
which his firm markets that is a com- 
bination of the two and sold under 
the name of Amazen. These mate- 
rials, he said, had a double-barreled 
action. The Weedazol, it was said, 
killed nearly all weeds which were 
present at the time of the applica- 
tion, while the other material was 
dissolved and soaked into the top 
two or three inches of the soil and 
prevented later weed growth from 
becoming established. Yet, he said, 
with reasonable care and with care- 
ful following of directions, desirable 
and wanted plantings which were 
already established were not harmed. 
He mentioned some improved forms 
of 2,4-D and some other products. 


New Chapter Action 


Among the business matters con- 
sidered was that of the new chap- 
ter which is being formed in the 
Santa Barbara area. At least 18 
arborists have made plans for the 
formation of such a group, and Mil- 
lard Blair, Blair Tree Service, Moun- 
tain View, was appointed as repre- 
sentative of this group to attend their 
June 20 meeting. They will elect 
officers, adopt a constitution and be- 
come full-fledged members of the 
California Association of Arborists. 

There was also a discussion on 
cooperation with planning boards 
that are considering developments 
that might alter the topography of 
the area. It was noted that in Mill- 
brae, where no consideration was 
given this problem, subdividers were 
allowed to do permanent damage to 
the natural beauty of several square 
miles. The damage consisted of the 
removal of large numbers of old trees 
that were landmarks of many years’ 
standing and had added much beau- 
ty to the large estates that had been 
built up in that section from 1850 to 
1950. In addition to tree destruc- 
tion, bulldozing had leveled off 
areas which were nationally famous 
for their natural beauty. 

The group authorized its presi- 
dent to attend a coming meeting of 
the San Mateo county planning 
board and to protest a planned “im- 
provement” in another section of 
the county, which could destroy as 
much or more natural beauty as the

considered: (1) Personnel: A good 
man is more indispensable than a 
good tool; that can be proved by 
putting a good tool in the hands of 
a poor workman, (2) Tools: With 
hourly wages increasing and, in some 
cases, labor becoming scarcer, a 
growing need for more automation 
will be felt in the next few years. 
Equipment that will decrease the 
number of men needed should be 
sought. (3) Methods: Once good 
men and proper equipment are ob- 
tained, they must be effectively de- 
ployed. (4) Cost analysis: One of the 
glaring weaknesses in the nursery 
business is management’s failure to 
keep accurate and active records by 
which to determine the exact cost 
of materials and the handling of 
them. If these items are considered 
adequately, a plant costing $1.50 
originally will, after delivery, prepa- 
ration and planting, cost the buyer 
from $4.50 to $6. One should avoid 
guesswork and know all possible ex- 
penses before committing himself to 
a price.

Nothing is 
known of the longevity of the adult 
imported fire ant. 


Nests in Open Areas 


The species is primarily soil-nest- 
ing. Frequently nests are constructed 
in the soil at the base of and against 
shrubs or stumps, or beneath and 
against logs. The imported fire ant 
prefers to nest in open areas, such as 
meadows, pastures, uncultivated 
fields, edges of cultivated fields and 
the embankments of roads and rail- 
roads, fully exposed to the sun. Sec- 
ond choice seems to be open woods, 
especially of pines, in which their 
nests are exposed to some sun. Some 
nests may be found in lowlands. 

The imported fire ant is practi- 
cally omnivorous; however, the pri- 
mary dietary item is insects, both 
alive and dead. The ant is also ob- 
served to tend aphis and _ scale 
pests. It, like most insects, spreads 
in two ways, natural and artificial. 
Natural spread is due to efforts of 
the ant itself; artificial spread is that 
due to transportation on railroads, 
automobiles, trucks, etc. 

Mr. Hays gave some new informa- 
tion on insecticidal baits for fire ants. 
Baits containing tankage, fish meal, 
ground insect bodies, processed vege- 
table oils, digested corn and high-fat 
soya protein, peanut butter and cer- 
tain other mixtures high in protein 
and/or fat were the most attractive 
of over 400 formulations offered the 
imported fire ant in the laboratory 
and field experiments. 

The insecticides, heptachlor and 
Kepone, were acceptable to the ant 
and effective in control to a greater 
degree than any of the other 27 mate- 
rials studied. Peanut butter contain- 
ing 0.125 per cent Kepone was the 
most effective bait used in small and 
large-plot field experiments. When 
this bait was applied at the rate of 
four or six pounds per acre, 100 per 
cent of the fire ant colonies were 
eliminated. 

Next on the agenda was W. W. 
(Pop) Paterson, president, Rose- 
mont Gardens, Inc., Montgomery, 
talking on “Product Promotion for 
Nurserymen.” Mr. Paterson told 
how the florists’ business had been 
greatly aided by establishment of a 
national committee to study trade 
problems and to work out possible 
solutions to all or many of them.

Using a phone list obtained from 
past business accounts, the nursery- 
man should make calls throughout 
his trading area, offering suggestions 
to homeowners of plantings that 
would improve their property.

also can be recommended for its 
loose or weeping form. In addition, 
it has performed well when trained 
against a wall—and the same may 
be said for Red Jade. 

Need Large Planters 

The Sargent crab apple (Malus 
sargenti), although not a weeping 
form, has a low branching habit that 
could be useful. Its variety Rosea, 
with essentially the same habit, could 
also be used, but it is often more 
vigorous than the species. These trees 
need a good-size planter, because 
their spread is greater than that of 
most of the weeping varieties. 

Additional possibilities include the 
weeping ornamental peaches, the 
low-grafted weeping Higan cherry, 
the weeping flowering dogwood, the 
weeping European white birch and 
other pendulous forms of trees that 
may be more difficult to obtain. 

Slow growing and adaptable be- 
cause of their tendency to stay (or 
capacity to be kept) small for many 
years are the forms of Japanese 
maple (Acer palmatum). It may be 
well to reconsider the cut-leaved 
forms of Japanese maple before using 
them, because of their tendency to 
dry out more rapidly, since their 
stems and leaves are of a more deli- 
cate nature. 

The same could be said of the 
Fernleaf full-moon maple (Acer ja- 
ponicum Aconitifolium), although it 
is not quite so susceptible. Other
